OUT PATRONAGE 


H arrisburg, Feb. 4 (AP) — C rea­ 
tion 
of 
county 
patronage 
b o a rd s 
com posed of seven m em bers and 
representing 
“all 
republican 
tions” was ordered today 
p a rty ’s sta te leadership. 
L e t t e r s in stru ctin g republican 
county ch airm en to appoint such 
boards w ent out over th e signature 
of S ta te C h airm an Jam es F. T or­ 
rance. 
It was th e fu st indication th a t the 
prim ary forces of G overnor A rthur 
H. Jam es’ opponent, form er G ov­ 
ernor G ifford Pinchot, would have 
a voice in han d in g out jobs. 
Jam es, however, assured those who 
aided him in th e prim ary th a t they 
would “sit u t th e head of the table” 
in patronage m atters. 
“ We hopi* th e original Jam es peo­ 
ple will 
sitting a t th e head of 
the table,’’ he rem arked in a pres 
conference, “an d get a little bit of 
the m a n n a ’ before th e others.’’ 
T he governor expressed the belief 
th a t 
his 
econom y 
program , 
one 
p oint of w hich calls f ” the aboli­ 
tion of certain state job.., 
’’ "slow 
up considerably” th e distribui, 
' 
patronage, 
“Of course we w ant to rew ard th e 
faith fu l,” he added, “but it will be 
done 
w ithout im pairing the effi­ 
ciency of th e sta te governm ent.” 
T he governor, upon taking office, 
h ad approxim ately 11,000 positions 
subject to his appointive powers. In 
th e bust two weeks, however, nearly 
I.500 sta te em ployes have been dis­ 
missed by tile various d epartm ent 
heads. 
At least 1.000 of th e jobs, the gov­ 
ernor said, would be abolished p er­ 
m anently. 
T hrough his job-elim inating plan 
the chief executive hopes to balance 
th e budget, exclusive of unem ploy­ 
m ent relief, for the present bien­ 
nium ending M ay 31, and effect a 
portion of $118,000,000 saving Jam es 
says m u st be m ade during tile 1939- 
41 period.
